The bill of Senator Exatumes,; in regard to 


{the appointment of military men to civil 


Office, is under discussion and seems likely 

to be pushed through. The more we study it 

the more it puzzles us. ‘What it is intended 

to accomplish does not seem very clear ; and 

the clearer it does become, the leas desirable 
and justifiable it seams. - 

Its apparent object is to prevent Gen. 
Gaawr from making Gen. Scmormip Secretary 
of War, and Admiral Ponrmzr Secretary of the 
Navy. “That is the construction generally 
put ‘upon it by the public at large. Right or 
wrong, the impression is general that the new 
President will be very likely to make those 
appointments if: left to. himself: We 
presume this is ‘merely the result of 
‘conjecture and “of speculation .on the 
probabilities of the case,—not at all of infor- 
mation as to the General’s intentions. But 
people who are not strong politicians,—who 
do not accep$.the theory that parties and 
party.leaders andcliques are to make Gen. 
Gaanr’s Cabinet for him, but who indulge the 
hope that he méanms to have something to say 
on this subject himself, think that this would 
be a, very proper thing for him to do,—and, 
natufally if not logically, they infer tha} 
«therefore he is very likely to do it.
